An d w’hy an y m ajor am en d ­ 
m en t that purports to sweep smut literature 
off the n ews stan d s will probably also con sti­ 
tution ally fail by sim ultan eously sweepin g ac­ 
ceptable, if n ot d esirable, sex m aterial out of 
the homes, schools, churches, colleges, m u­ 
seum s, an d galleries.
